Hr. h'olf said that the Bureau of the Budget had questioned 
our use of automobiles. He said that henceforth no cars would, be 
assigned to any individuals and that the Assistant Directors should 
see uuat the cars assigned to their offices were fully utilized by 
the key people . 

3. General Hyman raised the question of Rational Intelligence 
Requirements for the various collection agencies. The Director 
pointed out that he had taken steps with the Navy to give more 
specific intelligence targets and that the result had' been five 
given questions. General Hyman said that the Air Force had 
presented the best breakdown of priorities in collection, but that 
.lL was important to have an LnC point of view. Hr. Reber reported 
that DC ID It/? sets up the LAC requirements; that new State De- 
partment requirements have been received which are a considerable 
improvement; and that O/O has been reviewing the basic list of 
requirements and will indicate what they can do. The Director 
told Hr.
